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ANCESTRALLY SPEAKIN' 

The following was copied exactly at it appeared from a clipping in a scrapbook 
that is in the possession of Mrs, Shelton Auston of Ridgely, Tennessee, who is 
a great-grand-daughter of Wyatt Mooring, one of the survivors listed in the 
article. The daughter listed with him was Margaret, Mrs, Auston* s grandmother. 
Wyatt Mooring and his daughter were on their way to New Orleans to sell Mr. 
Mooring' s cotton which was lost on the boat. Mr. Mooring was carrying his 
money in gold in a money belt around his waist which was too heavy to swim in, 
and he had to take it off and it was also lost.

VICKSBURG SENTINEL EXTRA! 
Burning of the BULLETIN/ Great Loss of Life/ 
Total destruction of Boat and cargo! 
3,500 Bales of Cotton Burned 
Sentinel Office Vicksburg, March 25 9 1#55 

The Memphis arid New Orleans packet BULLETIN, Capt. C. B. Church, whilst on her 
downward trip, and near island 96 and 97, took fire on Saturday afternoon, about 
four o ? clock, and was totally consumed. In addition to the destruction of the 
boat, we regret to have to record a great loss of life. The fire was first 
discovered in the 3d or 4th tier of cotton from above, and in less than five 
minutes, so rapidly did it extend, that the boat was aJjnost entirely enveloped 
in flames. 

Below will be found the proceedings of a meeting of the passengers, which con- 
tain a full account of this sad casualty. The books and a greater part of the 
papers belonging to the boat were destroyed, togather with the baggage of the 
passengers. 

FULL PARTICULARS! 
Meeting of the Passengers. 

At a meeting of the surviving passengers of the ill-fated BULLETIN, Gen. Mru 
Vick of Bolivar County, Miss., was called to the chair, and J. M. Craig of 
Chicot County, Ark., was chosen Secretary, whereupon the following proceedings 
and statements were had*. The boat .was found to be on fire when near Islands 
of 96 and 97> about four and a half o* clock, P.M., the wind at the tdjne blowing 
hard. Capt. C. B. Church gave the order to make the shore as soon as possible 
Mr. W. J. Miller, the pilot at the wheel, stood manfully at his post, until 
the boat struck the shore and then made his escape from the flames, by jumping 
off the hurricane roof at the stern of the boat into the river. He exercised 
as well fine judgment in the selection of a point at which to reach the land, 
at or before reaching which the boat was encompassed in flames, having on 
board about 3500 bales of cotton. Some of the passengers succeeded in jumping 
on shore from the forecastle, but the large majority were cut off from their 
escape forward, by the flames, being in the river part of the boat. Capt. C. B. 
Church, togather with Messrs. Freleigh, Porter and Robinson, Clerks, Mr. Brown, 
the mate, as well as all the other officers of the boat, worked with faithful 
fidelity in saving the passengers from a watery grave. Capt. Church with Mr. 
James Howard, the steward, were the last to leave the wreck, and after 
rendering every assistance possible in his power to others, jump into the river 
at a distance of some two hundred yards from the shore, and but for the timely 
aid rendered him by a skiff going to his rescue, was in great danger of losing 
his own life. 
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BULLETIN (Cont'd.) no 

This ill-fated accident occured near the landing of Dr. Keeno, ^Some 12 mxies 
below Lake Providence) at whose house, as well as that of Judge Morgan, every 
comfort was rendered to the passengers under their hospitable roofs. During 
the scene of danger, very great assistance was rendered by the timely aid of ^ 
the officers of the steamer FALCON, by picking up (by means of her small boa.sj 
many persons who were struggling in the river,, but for which the numoer of --'— 
lost would have been much larger. Great assistance was also rendered to the 
sufferers by the Captain and crew of a coal-boat, which was floating in the 
river, near by whose names we have not the pleasure to know. 

The number of missing, as near as can be ascertained is from Twenty to Jyor&L 
Five Persons! The lady passengers by means of life boats and cotton bales 
were all saved, for which we ascribe great credit to Capt. Church. The boat, 
cargo, and baggage are all a total losso The wreck floated down fame five or 

six miles, grounded and sunk We are pleased to learn that Capt. Church has 

insurance on his boat to the amount of $20,000. 

Upon motion, it was resolved that the Vicksburg, New Orleans and Memphis ^ papers 
be requested to publish these proceedings togather, with the following list of 
Saved and Missing.

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BENJAMIN FRANKLIN MIDDLETON OF GIBSON COUNTY, TENNESSEE 

The following biography was submitted by Mr. Donald G. Brown, 2053 Berdan 
Ave., Toledo, Ohio 43613. Mr. Brown sent FAMILY FINDINGS nine biographies 
of his direct ancestors of Mid-West Tennessee to be printed one at a time. 
All of this matorial represents a great deal of research which has been 
carefully done. Mr. Brown has verification for all of the facts presented 
in his biographies, and we are grateful to him for sharing his research 
with our members. 

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN MIDDLETON was born somewhere in North Carolina about 
1801, when it wasn't unusual to name a son for a famous American, the versatile 
patriot-writer-inventor of the Revolutionary Era who discovered electricity, 
being a favorite source. The names of BENJAMIN »S parents are unknown, and 
it isn't known when he left North Carolina for Tennessee. 

BENJAMIN was married to Jane Dollins, probably about 1325 in Lincoln 
County, Tennessee. Jane was born about 1806 in Virginia, probably in 
Albemarle County, and her parents probably were Presley Dollins and Ruth 
■Alexander. Both BENJAMIN and Jane probably moved to Tennessee as children, 
and the first record found of BENJAMIN is the 1830 census for Lincoln County* 
Also listed in this Lincoln County census was a Thomas Middleton old enough 
to be BENJAMIN'S father. 

BENJAMIN moved with his wife and children to Gibson County, Tennessee, 
in the late 1830* s e He and Jane were the parents of at least ten children: 
Albion Perry, born about 1827, who was never married; Suta Ruth Ann, born 
on December 30, 1829, who was married to Jonathan J. Haislip in Gibson County 
on December 4, 1855, and who died on May 5, 1894; Joseph R., born about 
1832, who was married to Susan Allison about 1861, and who died about the 
lS60 ? s; Montgomery V7ayne, born about 1834, about whom little is known; 
Dicy Emaline, better known as Emaline or Em, born on February 14, I836, who 
was married to John N. Reed of Dyer County, Tennessee, on January 17, 185 8, 
in Gibson County, and who died on January 5* 1894; Sarah Frances, born, on 
March 19, 1838, who was married to Flavius S. White on August 10, 186 5, and 
who died on March 17, 1928; James Knox Polk, born about 1841, who probably 
never was married; John Franklin, born about I846, who was first married to 
Susan A. Dickerson about 1873, and then after her death to Eugenie Bo Culver 
on November 4, 1880; Sibella, born about 1847; and Virginia 0phe3.ia 
Josephine, born in 1850, who was married to David P. Livesay on Dec* 3. 1891, 
and who died on Dec e 17, 1939 • There was possibly another daughter named 
Caroline, but it seems probable that Sibella and Caroline were the same, one 
of the names being the middle name for the daughter who died tragically by 
fire when she was a child* 

It appears that BENJAMIN F. MIDDLETON died in Gibson County sometime in 
the 1850? So In late 1859 his widow and most of the children moved to Greene 
County, Arkansas. Emaline Middleton Reed at the time was living in Dyer 
County, Tennessee, and she moved to Arkansas in the 1880* s when she became a 
widow „ All of the children except for Suta and Emaline were married in Arkansas 
Many of them spent the rest of their life in Greene County, Arkansas, and 
Jane Dollins Middleton died there, in the vicinity of Gainesville about 1880* s 

In Gibson County the MIDDLET0NS lived in Civil District #2, in the 
vicinity of Humboldt. It isn't known in what cemetery BENJAMIN Fo MIDDLETON 
is buried, but he is surely buried in Gibson County « Donald G. Brown »

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EXCERPT FROM CIVIL WAR DIARY OF CAPTAIN THOMAS A. CARTER, INCLUDING AN ACCOUNT 
OF THE DEATH OF THE SON OF GENERAL NATHAN BEDFORD FORREST 

The following was copied from an old ledger found in the store of Thomas 
A. Carter of Clarksville, Texas. The first entry was October 1853, and the last 
in July, 1864 . Captain Carter was the son of John Calvin Carter who moved from 
Henry County, Tennessee, in 1868, to Old Red River County, Texas. 

Captain Carter was a participant in a real-life version of an Elvis 
Presley movie script, Thomas was a nephew of William Leftwich Carter of Henry 
County, Term.*, and, on a visit to his uncle Lef, fell in love with his uncle's 
granddaughter, Clementine Dillahunty. The couple became engaged and, the War 
Between the States breaking out, Thomas joined the Confederate Army in Henry 
County, Term. Thomas was wounded twice, the second time so seriously he was 
reported dead. His fiancee later married Thomas* brother Robert Carter of 
Clarksville, Texas, also a soldier,, After the war, Thomas, who'd been captured 
and in Northern prisons, returned home to find his brother^ and "Clemmie" 
Dillahunty married „ In a few years, Robert died and, en his death bed, 
requested that Thomas and Cleraraie not wait a full year to marry. They didn't; 
but, 18 months later, Clemmie herself died and Thomas married Clemmie* s sister, 
Laura Dillahunty! 

The original of Thomas' journal is in the possession of a kinswoman in 
Clarksville, Texas. The following excerpt submitted by Mrs. Dollye McAlister 
Elliott, 8323 Sunbury Dr., St. Louis, Mo. 63136 

-"-These Carters are descended from Capt. Thomas Carter and his wife, 
Katharine, of Lancaster Co., Va. The line of descent is: Capto Thomas Carter; 
his son Henry Skipwith Carter; his son John Carter of Stafford and Lancaster 
Co., Va.; his son William Merriman "Merry" Carter of Bedford Co., Va.; his 
son James Carter (to Tenn. with brothers William Leftwich Carter II and 
"Merry**, Jr., of Giles Co., Term.) of Bedford Co., Va., Davidson Co., Ternio, 
and Henry Co., Term., his sons John Calvin Carter and William Leftwich 
Carter III. 

Sept. 17, 1863 : Enlisted as a soldier in Capt. W. D. HALLUMS company (G-), 
15th Reg*t of Tennessee Cavalry and rendevoued at Paris, Henry County, 
Tennessee, on same day. 

Sept. 18 : Started for Dixie, and crossed Tennessee River at the mouth of 
Duck River, armed with nothing but shot guns, rifles, and pistols donated by 
the citizens, or impressed from them. Received news that the Federal 
cavalry were in pursuit of us. 

Sept, 19 : All day swimming our horses across the river. Had to stand on 
picket one mile and a half from the river. Whig GILBERT, Lt. of Guard. My 
first trial on actual duty and the enemy expected. Two hours is a long time 
to set on horseback entirely alone, between 11 and 1 o*clock at night. But 
such is a soldier's life. 

Sept, 20 (I863) : At reserve camp for breakfast. On duty again at 8 this^ 
morning. Here came a young lady. "Good Morning, Mam." "Good morning, Sir 
Will you let me pass?" Don't know. I have orders to let no person pass 
towards the river, where our troops are crossing. But I am just going up to 
that house youndor to get some milk, and I am going anyhow c — Well, go on, 
I am not afraid you will act as a spy, for I take you to be a Rebel anyhow. 
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Yes sir. My father and brother are in the army. Ah, here comes the Sargent 
of the Guard. Left and all ordered in. Crossed the river in a skiff and 
swam our horses. 

Sept. 21 ; In camp on Duck River in Humphreys County. 

Sept. 2 2; Was sent out with a Squad to. collect cooking utensils for the 
conpany. Very unpleasant business. Women grumble about giving up their pots 
and skillets. Can't help it, we were acting under orders of Col. HENRY GREER. 
He is in command. Caught in the rain. 

Sept. 23 ; Got lost from camp and laid out in the rain last night. 

Sept. 24 ; In camp again - got good 3ot of pots and skillets. Remained here 
about week shoeing horses. 

Sept. 30 ; Started South. 

Oct. 1; Camped at CARTERS - on duty again - appointed 1st Lt. and placed in 
charge of pickets. New thing to me - Three picket posts six miles apart. _ On 
the rounds between midnight and day. Halted by my own videt and had to dis- 
mount and give countersign. All night - "Seven Pines" is the word. 

Oct. 2 ; On the march. Long lonesome road. Poor country is north Alabama. 

Oct. 3 and 4 ; On the march. Passed through Russellville. Drawed rations 
and camped in a cedar brake. Had a chill - quite sick. 

Oct. 6 ; On the march again all night. Got well. 

Oct. 7 ; On the march. Stopped to rest at 12. Went and got apple. People 
very clever. Destroyed my discharge from infantry and my Medical Certificate 
for fear I might be captured. In for the war, sure enough — 

Oct. 19 ; In camp near Okolona, Mississippi. Drawing arms and ajnmunition. 
Companies ordered to organize permanently. Run against HELL FOUST, and was 
elected First Lieutenant. Received my commission and entered on duty. BILL 
McCASKILL orderly Sargt. Seventy-one men in our company. Rested in camp two 
weeks. Returned to West Tennessee to fill up the Brigade. GENERAL FORREST 
in command, in person. 

Nov. 12 (1863) : At DICK PINSON's - Beautiful Sunday morning. Dick says, " 
sure wishing Mc had some of this." So say I "Peach brandy and honey not often 
a poor rebel gets it." At home awhile -saw my sweetheart several times. 

Dec. 20 ; Started South again. 

pec. 24 : Fight at Estanenla. One man wounded. The Yankees did not fight 
much. We whipped them - not much fight - only skirmishing all day. 

Dec. 25 : Rested in camp. 

pec. 26 : Fight at Fayette Station and Bolivar. Went to cut Rail Road, bridge 
with our company. Yankee guard too strong - CAPT. HATJJMS in command. 
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Dec, 27 : Through the lines and moving South. Very cold and muddy. 

Jan. I&SL z In Mississippi scouting about at Water Valley several times, and 
Grenada (Miss.) Yankees reported as advancing from Memphis, 

Feb. 20, 1864 : Started to intercept them. Met them at West Point* Running 
fight. On 2§nd they made a stand at Okolona. We charged them and broke their 
lines. ALLEN RASBURRY of our company was wounded. Also BEN BOWDEN slightly. 
The enemy retreated. We fought them until away after dark. My horse 'Charly? 
was shot while I was galloping up a hill - he staggered and fell - I caught to 
the stake of the fence, and he fell from under me. Poor Charly was a good horse 
and I hate to lose him. Better be the horse than his master. MR. PRIDE 
dismounts to assist me get my clothes off the saddle. Sees one of the Escort 
leading a horse - Hail him - He lends me a horse - all rigged out. Give my 
saddle to a crippled man - citizen - and mount and away. While here I see my 
first effects hard fighting. The road is full of dead and dying. I gave one 
poor wounded Yankee a drink of muddy water from my canteen. His leg is broken 
and can ? t get up. There lies another in a mud hole - badly wo landed. No time 
to think about such things now. Overtake the column. Heavy fighting all the 
time. Night coming on. COLONEL JEFF FORREST is killed. There he lays on 
the roadside* GENERAL N. B. FORREST dismounts and kisses him. Mounts and 
says, "I'll avenge his death." All over. 

Feb. 2 3: Return to Okolona. 

Fe b. 24 : COL. JEFF FORREST buried with honors of war. All the army present « 
Grand sight - We now number about 3,000 under GENERAL N. B. FORREST. The 
Federal troops were commanded by GENL. STURGIS about 4,000 strong. After the 
battle was over were marched to Tibbee Station on Mobile and RR, and went 
into winter quarters. We only remained about three weeks. Bought a horse from 
one of Forrest Escort (the same one I borrowed on the battlefield). .He comes 
after him while in camp and I bought him for $1800. Reed $425 for the one that 
was killed. Horses were valued very high in Confederate money. 

Mar. 13 : Started North. Everyone in high spirits with the hope of returning 
to West Tennessee. Did not know our destination, passed through West 
Tennessee marching day and night, and on the evening of the 26th drove in the 
pickets three miles from Paducah, Kentucky. Commenced fighting about one 
o v clock PM. Fought until after dark. Was sent with detachment of my company 
and part of CAPT. SHANE^s to engage the fort on River Side. Hot place for 
awhile - one of CAPT. SHANE* s men killed right by my side. One of our company ~ 
JIM NEMO - slightly wounded. Our boys got great many fine horses and store 
clothes in the city. Ordered to join command about 8 o* clock at night „ All 
scattered and every man for himself. Got separated from the rest, and was 
late getting to our horses. All thought I was killed - Capt. H had started 
two men in search of me when I came up all righto Got a drink of good brandy 
from Capt. H. We mounted and moved to picket post and stayed all night. 

Mar 15 ; Moved in direction of Trenton. COL. FAULKNER attacked and captured 
Union City and took COL. HAWKINS? regiment of home Yankees all prisoners. 
DON CROCKET was among them. He afterwards made his escape by jumping off the 
cars on Mobile and Ohio RR Moved on and camped near Trenton. I was detailed 
and placed in command of the sick and disabled men, numbering about two hundred 
and twenty, with orders to move to Jackson and report to the Post Commander , 
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The rest of the forces moved on Fort Pillow, I was not in the fight, though I 
could plainly hear the firing, as I moved towards Jackson. Reported at Jackson 
in due time, and the Col. commanding was just on the eve of starting with his 
men to intercept some of HATCH* s home made Yankees who were raiding upon the 
Tennessee River about Runnelsburg. He assigned me to duty as Commander of the 
Post and I remained there with my men for a week, when we were ordered to 
rejoin the qpmmand at Tupelo, Mississippi. During my stay at Jackson I met 
with MRS. KATE MOORE, formerly of Henry Station (in Henry Co.; and a particular 
friend. Her husband was off on the Rail Road, and she was boarding _ with a 
friend. She was glad to see me and rendered several little favors m the ^ 
way of something good to eat, which was duly appreciated. Nothing unusual m 
the regular notice of marching and camping took place for some months afterwards 

Junel- Prepavabi oris were made and GENERAL FORREST with most of the command 
went or started to Alabama about this time. GENERAL BELL, our Brigade 
Commander, went with him. Our COL. RUSSELL, being the Senior officer, was 
thus left in command of the Brigade. CAPT. HALLUM, the Regiment, and the 
writer in command of our company. 

June 3 (1864) : I was ordered to get the company horses and go to Pontotoc 
and have them shod. 

June 5 ; Arri-ed at Pontotoc and put Black Smith at work. About midnight 
a courier arrived with orders directing me to take all available man and scout 
in direction of Ripley, as the enemy were moving upon our reserve. Took 16 
men and sent the rest back to camp at Tupelo. Commenced raining and we had a 
hard time. Bought me a new pair of rawhide boots at the moderate price of 
$150 cash. And glad to get them at that. SARGENT JOE PALUCER's horse was 
taken sick and had to go back after we started, on the scovt for several days. 
While nearing Ripley an old man came running out to the road making a great 
many signs and when I inquired what the matter was, he said the town was full 
of Federal troops, and the picket was only a few hundred yards from his house, 
and we would be captured directly. I halted the squad and advanced a short 
distance up towards town, but saw no sign of Yankees. We then flanked off to 
the right with the intention of getting nearer if possible without being 
discovered. We had crossed through a skirt of woods and was nearing the mam 
road from Reuizi (Renizi-Ed.) when the rattle of sabers and horses' feet met 
our ears only a few yards off. Captured alive was my first thought. Halt. 
Right About. March, was the order that came from the commander. Halt. Right 
into line. March, was my order, for I could not think of retreating until we 
knew something more. Just at this moment one of our boys sang out 'they are 
our own men, Lieutenant' and sure enough it was the advance guard of our 
command. LT. ARMSTRONG was commanding and we laughed over our mutual surprise, 
for he thought we were Yankees, and vice versa. We then joined our Squad and 
went to Ripley but the Yankees had passed through the night before. I 
received orders here to rejoin the Regiment, and you may rest assured we were 
all glad to be relieved. But the worst had not yet come. On the morning of 
the 10th of June GENL. FORREST with the forces he had started to Alabama with 
returned, and we engaged the Federals near GEM TOWN, on Tishomingo Creek, 
and fought all day. The Yankees were said to be eleven regiments, about 
9,000 strong, Negro Infantry and Cavalry. Our men were what is called Mounted 
Infantry. Fought either on foot or on horseback as occasion might require. 
About the middle of the AM the writer fell badly wounded in the back of the 
neck and right shoulder. After I fell, the first thought was, that we were 
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whipped and the Negro troops would mutilate my body as we had tinder stood that 
they had sworn to show 'Forrest and his men no quarters'* I saw our men 
retreating • I could not get up. Oh! what a horrible feeling - I cannot 
describe it. To my surprise however the enemy did not advance. In a few 
moments our own boys were around me again and the kind voice of CAPT. HALLUM 
greeted me with 'Hello, Carter, are you badly wounded?' I replied that I did 
not know hov bad, for I had no feelings. Perfectly dead, except a tingling 
sensation like a foot asleep. He ordered JOHN SMITH to assist me to the rear* 
DAVE YOUNG volunteered his services to assist me, and let JOHN, brave boy he 
was, go on into the fight and from all acounts many a poor Feds were made to 
bite the dust by that boy* After an hours walking and stopping to rest under 
the continuous volley of musketry and Grape Shot my friend YOUNG succeeded in 
getting me to the Field hospital, almost famished was I for water. What I 
saw during the rest of the evening is too sickening to describe, even if my 
pen was able. Two Ladies - God bless them - whose residence was appropriated 
as the hospital waited upon the wounded and dying with heroic devotion. The 
houses were full, the passages full, and they were lying over the yard. In 
about two hours, I suppose, my own Capt. was brought in with a pistol ball 
through the arm - Very painful though not dangerous - Shortly afterwards 
JOHN HURT also, wounded in arm. The place so crowded up that CAPT. HAILUM 
concluded to try to find a better place for me and himself. He was able to 
ride and with his arm dressed and in a sling we struck out for better 
accommodations which he found about a mile away at the residence of a MR. 
BRYSON.

The following obituary appeared in the Clark sville, Texas, newspaper: 
"Thomas A. Carter. It has pleased our Heavenly Father to take from us one who 
has long been honored as one of the best citizens Clarksville ever had. 
Thomas A. Carter died June 16, 1891, at 5:45 pm. He leaves a devoted wife 
his father, one brother, two sisters, and a host of friends behind who think 
with sad hearts of his separation from them to pass into the Beyond. He was 
born in Henry County, Term., Nov. 19, 1834, and moved to Texas in 1868. He 
has lived in Clarksville ever since up to the time of his death. He married 
twice, his first wife's najne was Mrs. CLEMMIE D. CARTER, and they lived 
happily together from April 3, 1883, to Sept. 4, 1884, when she died. He was 
married again to Miss LAURA A. DILLAHUNTT, Sept. 15, 1885, and was her 
devoted husband until he received his summon home. He joined the Baptist 
church in Clarksville, May 28, 1876, ..... deacon... ..clerk.,

TAYLOR FAMILY OF DENMARK, MADISON COUNTY, TENNESSEE 

The following information concerning the TAYLOR Family was contributed by an 
interested donar. You will note that many of these old settlers were buried 
in the Denmark cemeteries printed in this issue of FAMILY FINDINGS. 

AENER TAYLOR, one of the early settlers of Madison County, .Tennessee, 
was born 14 Feb. 1790 and died 13 July 1869. He married LAURA WESTON POIiC
